Subject: Initiation of review of anti-dumping duty imposed on 
Vitamin C originating in or exported from China and 
Japan. 

No. 11 /1/99-DGAD. —In pursuance of a petition dated 27th January, 1997 

filed by M/s AmbaLal SaraBhai Enterprises Ltd., the Authority 
under the Custom Tariff(Amendment) Act, 1995 and Customs 
Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti¬ 
dumping duty on dumped Articles and for Determination of 
Injury) Rules 1995 notified final findings vide notification No. 
10/1/97-ADD Dt. 25 th May,1998 in the matter of dumping of 
Vitamin C (herein after referred to as the product) originating 
in or exported from China and Japan . Accordingly Anti- 
Dumping Duty was imposed on the product by the Govt, of 
India. Deptt. of Revenue, Ministry of Finance. The said 
findings and the duty imposed pursuant thereto related to April- 
December,1996 as the period of investigation. 

2. M/s AmbaLal SaraBhai Enterprises Ltd. requested for 
review of anti-dumping duty imposed on Vitamin C and 
increase of the same in the context of further steep decline in 
the export prices of aforesaid countries, and consequential 
increase in the dumping margin and injury to the domestic 
industry. 

3. Domestic Industry Standing : The review petition is filed 
by M/s AmbaLal SaraBhai Enterprises'Ltd. having Registered 
Office at Gofwa Road, Baroda, Gujrat-390007. The petitioner 
is the only producer of Vitamin C in India during the current 
Period of Investigation and, therefore, have a standing to file a 
written petition on the behalf of domestic industry under the 
Rules aforesaid.

4 Product < le r consideration ; The product under 
consideration is Vitamin C classified under Customs Sub 
heading No. 2936.27 of the Customs Tariff Act,1975 and under 
No. 2936.27.00 of 1TC(HS) classification. The classification is 
however only indicative and is not binding on the scope of the 
present review. 

5. Dumping : The petitioner has provided reasonable 
information about normal value of Vitamin C in China and 
Japan and its export price based upon the data compiled by 
Director General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics,Govt of India. Providing reasonable evidence in 
respect of steep decline in export prices, the petitioner have 
alleged higher dumping margin compared to the same during 
the earlier period of investigation. 

6. Thus there is sufficient primafacie evidence that dumping 
margin in respect of import of Vitamin C from China and Japan 
during the current period of investigation has increased as 
compared to the same considered in the findings notified on 
25.5.98. 

7. Injury: The petitioner have provided reasonable 

evidence of additional injury suffered by them on account of 
further decline in export prices from the aforesaid countries. 
Thus the effect of Anti-Dumping Duty already imposed on the 
product in question has got nullified by further reduction of 
prices by Chinese and Japanese exporters. There is also 
primafacie evidence of price depression as the domestic 
industry have to match their prices with export prices and this 
has led to increase in loss suffered by the petitioner. 

8. There is primafacie evidence that the domestic industry 
of Vitamin C in India is suffering from injury caused by further 
reduction in export price by the Chinese and Japanese suppliers 
and the present injury margin is higher than the same in the 
previous findings quoted above. 

9. Procedure : The Designated Authority, therefore, initiates 
review of final findings notified vide notification No. 10/1/97- 
ADD dt. 25.5.1998 under the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act 
1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and 
Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for 
Determination of Injury) Rules 1995. 
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10. The period of investigation for the purpose of present 
review is 1st April, 1998 to 31st December,1998. 

11. Known exporters and importers and the domestic 
industry are being addressed separately so as'to obtain relevant 
information in the form and manner prescribed. Other 
interested parties are advised to make their submissions 
relevant to the investigation in the prescribed form and manner 
to:

12. Time Limit : Any information relating to present 
investigation should be sent in writing so as to reach the 
authority at the address mentioned above not later than 40 days 
from the date of publication of this notification. The know 
exporters and importers who are being addressed separately are 
however, required to submit the information within 40 days 
from the date of letter addressed to them separately. 

13. In terms of rule 6(7) any interested party may inspect the 
public file containing non-confidential versions of the evidence 
submitted by other interested parties after expiry of time limit 
set out. 

14. In case where any interested party refuses access to and 
otherwise does not provide necessary information within a 
reasonable period, or significantly impedes the investigation, 
the Authority may records its findings on the basis of the facts 
available to it and make such recommendations to the Central 
Government as deemed fit.
